Because of this provision surgeons of 
one army never refuse to look alter the 
wounded of the other army if it is possi­ 
ble for them to do so.

war it was often the case that

battle the field hospitals w o u ld c o n ta in 
almost an equal n u m b e r o f m e n d ri-ssed 
in blue and 
g r a y . The F e d e r a l a rm y 
had

stores, and a w o u n d e d C o n fe d e ra te c o n ­ 
sidered himself in great luck if he was 
removed to a Federal 
h o s p ita l to bo

But in the heat of battle a green sa h 
is not much protection, and surgoon- 
were often wounded or killed. But thi.i 
did not keep the surgeons at the rear 
until the battle was over. 
They were 
often found in the thick of the fray , 
dressing wounds and sending the wound­ 
ed to the rear. Theirs was a perilous us 
well as a noble duty , and they perform­ 
ed it w ell.— Omaha World-Herald.

Modern warfare kills quicker and far­ 
ther away. 
That i.s the chief difference 
between it and the ancient—a difference 
in kind rather than in degree. 
In spito 
of 1,00 0 pound projectiles that push in 
to sheets of steel as though the obstruc­ 
tion were so much cheese, in spite of 
guns that can throw these projectiles 13 
miles, in spite of rapid fire guns that 
discharge 1,000 steel cupped shells a 
minute, the crew of a modern man-o 
war is in no more danger than were the 
crews of the old time wooden vessels of 
Captain Marryut’s day, when J ack knew 
nothing of engine rooms or armor plate. 
This is not the general impression, but 
it is the opinion of the naval engineers 
who have had charge of the construction 
of these modern warships. The common 
idea is that the man who enters a sea 
fight nowadays takes his tomb with 
him; that the battle w ill be so fierce 
that nothing w ill he left to surrender on 
either side. 
This is not so, at least ac­ 
cording to the experience <»f the vessels 
engaged in sea fights in the war between 
Chile and Peru in 1879, and between 
the Chinese and J apanese in 18 9 4 . 
Not one of those vessels sank, though 
gome of them had not a square yard of 
them free frum marks. 
The Tin Yuen 
was struck mure than 200 times, but she 
made port after tho battle. Her engines 
were not damaged in the least, and her 
armor plate, though dented deeply, was 
not loosened. 
Her deck had caught fire 
and burned up completely, her two sec­ 
ondary batteries were 
disabled, and 
what little rigging she had, even to the 
signal halyards, wa s cut away. 
The 
Chen Yuen, which was hit 120 times, 
reached port three feet down in tho bow 
with her main battery disabled and her 
decks burned away. 
In the action the 
i-Uu 1 bulkheads about her magazines 
were red hot. 
The loss of life was not 
greater than it has been often in the old 
style of lighting, when three deckers ran 
along side by side, made fast and blew 
each of ier into eternity with broadsides. 
The « anger from fire and from maga­ 
zine explosion was more im m inent then, 
for ships were coubtructi d almost entire­ 
ly of inflammable mat» rial. 
Iron ami 
steel protection had not been introdue< !. 
Tho fire squad was us busy as the fight­ 
ers and had fully as hard work to da 
One great endeavor then was to set the 
enemy on lire. Kodbot shot was used 
for 
this purpose, and the miss ies burned 
furiously and persistently, no matter 
lmw much water was thrown over them. 
in the modern ship woodwork 
has 
bten practically eliminated. 
Even the 
decks and bulkheads ait now made of 
steel. 
Only the interio r trimming* are 
of wood, and not enough of the» , are 
used to offer opportunity for a large 
tire 
But no doubt some commanders will o r­ 
der even tbeso to be torn out if the ship 
is going into action. 
Wooden decks 
proved dangerous indeed in the buttle of 
the Yalu. They are gone 
fori ver. 
Boats are made fast to a lino and sent 
overboard when tho vessel clears for ac­ 
tion. If tho water is not too deep, they 
aro anchored; otherwise they are cast 
adrift with the hope that after the light 
is over they may bo picked 
up again. 
Boats 
are 
much in the way except 
when si ship is sinking, 
and they are 
productive of splint« rs also. 
In f rim r 
days a half of tho killing and wounding 
was due to splinters. 
Cruisers aro safe or not, chi« fly accord­ 
ing to their speed. Except for mines and 
torpedoes, which would mala* a mo uth­ 
ful of tho most powerful vessel afloat, 
cruisers have as good a chance to 
sur­ 
vive an engagement 
as the best of tin* 
old timers. Battleships, which an* prae 1 
tieullyfloating fortresses, like tie cruis­ 
ers, must maintain perpetual vigilance 
against turpi does and eseln w mint *. but 
otherwise they aro not likely to go down. 
They cannot be blown 
out of the water 
except from underneath. The most 
ter- 
rific bombardment will not sink them. 
Crews are not

who superintends affairs, sees that tb* 
customers are properly served and makr 
collections. 
The plan has worked fo well that

eral hundred will be added to the list in 
the next few weeks and a score of serv 
ants engaged.

ble enough to th e ey es of th e tourist en­ 
tering th e h arbor, but as v alueless m a 
military sense as so many classical cata­ 
pults. 
About a mile to the eastward of the 
Morro stands tiie ouly approach to a 
formidable modern work which is called 
the ITay a del Chivo battery . It mounts 
two enormous 12 inch Krupps of the 
very latest ty pe, two or three small 
mortars and two 6 pound rapid fire 
guns. These are apparently designed to 
prevent a boat from landing, in singular 
oblivion of the fact that the rocky shore, 
upon which a surf bt ats infiessantly , is 
of such a character as to absolutely pre­ 
clude the possibility of landing troops 
any where between Cojimar and Car- 
rnelo. 
On the shore side the battery is 
protected against infantry attack by a 
light stone v all. abundantly loopholed 
for musketry fire. 
Strong as La Flay a 
del Chivo is n one sen se, it possesses one 
fatal defect iu the fact that the great 
Kruppn are mounted high above the 
parapet of rand, completely exposing 
both guns and carriages to the liro of 
ships. 
A mile or so farther to the eastward 
stands another sand battery of similar 
construction, mounting four 8 inch Hou- 
toria rifles and as many small mortars. 
The battery is too far distant and its 
armament is too weak to play more than 
a minor part either in the defense of the 
city or in that of the little haven at 
Cojimar, which the British selected as 
a landing place and which may serve 
our own troops for the same purpose.* 
To the westward of the harbor en­ 
trance the shore of the city , lined, be it 
remembered, with closely built streets 
and handsome suburban residences, ex­ 
tends for three miles or so around a 
shallow bay , at the eastern horn of 
which is the ancient Punta, comparable 
to our own Castle William on Govern­ 
ors island and, if possible, even less 
militarily valuable. 
Next to it and in 
immediate proximity to a crowded dis­ 
trict is the battery La Keina, u hope­ 
lessly obsolete masonry work mounting 
a half dozen or so old muzzle loaders of 
American make. 
A few blocks to tho 
westward lies tho great Santa Clara 
battery , the only work that is calculat­ 
ed to give any trouble to our “ men be­ 
hind the g uns.” 
Santa Clara is a combination of earth­ 
work and the kind of concrete work 
that is now gem rally employ ed iu mod­ 
ern fortifications. A defect only second 
to its position, rendered unavoidable by 
the 
topographical conditions, 
is its 
armament. 
This is heavy enough as far 
as the caliber of the pieces is concerned, 
but it is badly deficient in quality .

two long 12 inch Ordonez 
guns and 
three Krupps of the same cali- 
b< 
Th e Ordonez guns are Spanish 
pieces, 
with 
noth ing to recommend 
th eir sy stem of 
construction

tubes re-enforced by noth ing better th an 
I cast iron jackets. 
Under th ese condi­ 
tions* it is not surprising th at one of th e 
gun tubes cracked during th e ex peri­ 
mental firing a y ear ago. 
Th e th ree 
Krupps are serv iceable weapons, but 
are of th e old fash ioned sh ort ty pe, in 
no way comparable to th e mod* ru long 
h igh power guns such as are mounted 
in our sh ips and forts. 
Anoth er defect 
in th e Santa (J lara battery is the fact 
th at its guns are deficient iu train, par­ 
ticularly to th e westward, from wh ich 
quarter th e attack of the fleet w ill prob­ 
ably be directed. 
On th e beach , just below Santa Clara 
and about 300 y ards to the westward, 
lies a little masonry battery , mounting 
four mortars of but 8 inch caliber. 
An 
idea of its utter inefficiency may be 
gath ered from th e fact th at tin steel 
breech load ing mortars of our coai-t de 
feuse serv ice are of 
1 2 inch caliber and 
are mounted in groups of 
four, with 
four groups in ea< h battery , defended 
not by flimsy masonry , but sunk in de< p 
pits protected by 40 or 50 feet of earth . 
A t th e foot of II street, a mile or so 
farth er westward, lies anoth er battery , 
with a fine armam ent of four Hontoria 
steel rifle.* of about two of 10 and two 
of 6 inch Caliber. 
Here; th e utter im ­ 
becility 
th e Spanish m ilitary en­ 
gineers is seen at its best. 
Instead of 
oiounting th ese splendid guns beh ind 
h eav y earthworks, as i» the modern 


practice iu all countries, their miuzzjcs 
rise in barbette above nothing better 
than simple masonry . 
Fine masonry it 
is, cemented and put together like mo­ 
saic, a s all Spanish masonry is. 
One iu *.*e battery of precisely similar 
combination on the shore half a mile 
farther west com] letes the seaward 
defense of Havana. 
It contains four fi 
inch Hotchkiss rifles, mounted like the 
rest, with apparent particular invita ­ 
tion to the riestructh u of gunners and 
garrison by the tire of even the second­ 
ary batteries of ships. 
Within pistol 
shot <if this last battery is the little cove 
it the mouth of the Almeudnres river, 
which, so far as landing operations go, 
is the key to Havana. 
Its sole pretense 
to protection is a curious old castle 
which enjoy s the distinction of being 
(he most ancient edifice of European 
construction in tiie new world, having 
been built early in the sixteenth cen­ 
tury . 
Here a lauding of troops in any 
force could be effected without diffi­ 
culty , and along the shore lie a fine 
highroad and a railroad, affording an 
easy route to the assault in flank of one 
battery after another and finally to the 
heart of the city itself. 
This, however, 
would necessarily be accomplished only 
it the cost oi much life, for which there 
ippears to be little excuse. 
The fatal defect in this whole sy stem 
of shore lr.ttmes lies not alone in the 
fact that they are individually weak, but 
that no one of them supports another. 
Hence 
a fleet approaching from the 
westward could with perfect ease do* 
nn lish battery alter buttery by flank 
lire 
After this it would be time enough 
to 
nsider the matter of landing troops 
in Almendf •< z cove and of marching 
them into the city along the beach un- 
d( 
firo of tho fleet’s g uns.—New York 
Sun.

In addi­ 
tion to the Indians, the west will fur­ 
nish a large number of cowboy soldiers, 
Grouard say s. 
They will volunteer by 
tho hundred the moment the first shot is 
fired. Tho scout Iiuh recently come from 
among them, and he knows their feel­ 
ings. 
Grouard was captured by Hitting Bull 
when 19 and a mail rider between Fort 
Hall and Fort Beck. 
Sitting Bull took 
a fancy to him and saved him from tor­ 
ture. 
He was adopted as a brother of 
the chief, remained with the Hioux 
more than six y ears and left them only 
after ho had quarreled with Sitting 
Bull. 
It was not long until he became 
a scout, attached to General Crook’s 
command. 
All the ill feeling between 
the Sioux and Grouard has died out, 
and he will lead them if they go to 
war.— New York World.
